THE PASTORAL RELATION. 


The Pastoral Relation, viewed in the light of the twentieth 
‘century is a very difficult, perplexing, and ever discouraging 
probiem No fultitl its demands, the pastor must be continually 
on the ‘‘yo.’’ He must visit al] the people listen to al. the neigh- 
borhood gossip, and attend to all matters of discipline He must 
attend the meetings: of the different societies organized in the 
name of religion, keep the prayer meetings and Sunday schools in 
full bloow, collect tnoney lor missions, and for all benevolent ob- 
jects. Asa result of this. the pleasure of his own home life is 
broken up, he is kept in a continual nervous strain, and must 
often go into bis pulpit unprepared to preach. He got only does 
not grow in his ministry, but soon loses his hold on the people, 
brdaks down, pbysically and spiritually, and the church wants to 
change pastors to yet a man who is ‘‘social’’ and will “draw 
folks,’’ and has a Wife that is willing to give up the care of her 
own home, and the rearing of her children to spend her time in 
social frivolities. , 

Viewed in the light of the New Testament, it is very simple 
and) its duties not so hard to perform. Christ in expressing his 
will to Peter suid ‘*Feed my sheep."’

PUBLICATIONS. 

Perhaps in nothing are our people so deficient as they are on 
the subject of reading wholesome literature. Trashy books and 
pamphlets, and sensational news items, with prominent headlines 
in our dailies and weekly secular newspapers, constitute the 
great bulk of our reading. Solid works of great writers of his- 
tory, poetry, moral ethics or religious thoughts find no place 
in the present day man’s reading. 

This is deplorable indeed and will result in the future weak- 
ness in thought and character of our people. 

Especially do we regret to see the negligence so prevalent 
among us, of our own denominational literature. We prize so 
little religious information. There is need of a great reformation 
among us upon this subject, and we urge the messengers forming 
this body, with ai) the members of our churches, to practice, and 
encourage, in every way possible the circulation and reading of 
our own denominational literature. By ‘ 

There are many valuable books and periodicals that we should 
like to name in this report, were it not that to do §0 would make 
it too lengthy. It is for many reasons, the duty of every Baptist 
living within the territory of our State Convention, to take, pay 
for, and read every number of the Baptist Record published at 
Jackson, Mississippi.

he Foreign Mission Journal is a monthly magazine publish- 
ed at Richmond, Virginia at 35 cts. for ‘Single subscriptions, or 
25 cts.| in clubs of ten or more. ,It has some 30 pages of reading 
matte and furnishes a complete source of information about our 
Foreign Mission work.

REPORT ON MISSIONS. 


It is taken for granted in this report, that the Bible teaches 
the religion of One God and only Savior and that the way of sal- 
vation for adult souls is through faith in the shed blood of, Jesus 
Christ, and that God ordained that it should ‘be accomplished 
through preaching the Gosptl, and it is His good pleasure that it 
b@ preached among all people of the human race and Christianity 
be established among them. Believing ourselves to be God's 
agents, we are assembled in Association to consider ways and 
m@ans of furthering his blessed design. , 


We find ready to our hand a most happy plan of cooperation. 
First is our State Mission Board with its efficient secretary look- 
ing after the weak and ‘destitute places in our state. This work 
appeals to our patriotism, our philanthrophy, and our devotion to 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 


Then the Home Board looking after the large cities, frontiers, 
mountain regions and Cuba, afford us an spacial to put some 
vital service where it will touch, the well-springs of Divine favor, 
where the work will count mightily for the uplifting of humanity 
and the glory of God. We note with pleasure that our own B. D. 
Gray, a graduate of Mississippi College and of Mississippi is sec- 
retary of this Board. Its locatien is Atlanta, Ga. 

To complete the equipment we have the Foreign Mission 
Board, with R. J. Willingham, Secretary, Richmond, Va. So we 
have the way open to us, and we only have to put ourselves under 
divine leadership to make the most of our lives for the services of 


God. -For our fuller information, I quote from last Convention 
Board Report: 


‘There are now in the employ of the Foreign Mission Board, 
178 men and women, distributed as follows: Japan 14, China 96, 
Africa 10, Mexico 25, Italy 5, Brazil 28, Argentina 10. There 


were 2445 people baptised by these missionaries last Convention 
year. In,Home Mission fields, including cooperative work with 
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the States, there have been employed 838 missionaries, while in 
cooperation with the National Baptist Convention there have been 
employed among the negroes 33 missionaries. In State mis- 
sions—33 years in existence there have been 494-churches -sup- 
ported in whole or in part till they could care for themselves, and 
12,490 baptisms. Last year Mississippi Baptists gave $20,385.85 
to Foreign Missions and $11,672.59 to Home Missions and in boxes 
$2,000 anji to State Missions $23.000 while the Southern Baptist 
Conventipn gave to Foreign Missions $315,248.48 and to Home 
Missions} $167,399. 88. ’’

The report on the Orphanage was read and touching, soul in- 
spiring speeches were made by Brethren C. R. Dale, A. H. Dale, 
J. M. Folk and Elder L. D. Posey, and adopted as follows: 
ORPHANAGE. 

It jwill be remembered that the Orphanage was chartered in 
the year 1894, and was opened in May, 1897. They occupied at 
the opening a rented building in Jackson. The institution is the 
property of the Baptist denomination of the State of Mississippi. 

It’s ownership is vested in a Board ofTrustees, who are 
powere 





em- 
i by law to secure and hold property for the purpose of 
maintaining an orphanage for the destitute white orphan children 
of the Staté. The trustees now hold a title to 112 acres of land 
situated in the northwest suburbs of Jackson, Miss. the origi- 
nal cost of which was $2400.00. This property has enhanced in ” 
value uptil today it is readily worth, including land, buildings, 
live stotk, farming utensils, and such like, the neat sum of 
$80,000.00. 
There are being cared for now at the Orphanage 113 (what 
we mig&t cal] destitute) orphan children: and we learn that others 
are constantly applying and being received therein. 
Your committee would commend with a good degree of pride, 
the custom many of our churches have in giving one Sunday in 
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the year to the Orphanage. This together with our annual 
Thanksgiving offerings would be very helpful in the way of their 
support. 

We would recommend also that pastors and Sunday Schools 
should at least once a quarter give the children an opportunity to 
contribute to the orphans, not only because of the needs of the 
Orphanage, but becaue we verily believe that such exercises wil! 
open their hearts to giving as nothing else can do.

The report on Church Discipline was read by Elder J. M. 
titchie and on motion adopted, after being discussed. The re- 
port is as follows: 

CHURCH DISCIPLINE. 

Your committee reports the fallowing : 

First, Discipline means to teach. ‘Go ye therefore, and 
teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have commanded you, and loI am with you 
nlway, even unto the end of the world.’’ Teaching them obedi- 
ence to the rules and commandments taught by our Savior. 

We find then, they are to be taught, or discipled, and then 
taught to obey the teachings of the New Testament, as taught by 
pur Lord and his apostles. 

Second : Jesus Chist said ‘‘He that abideth in me, and I in 
him, the same bringeth forth much fruit, for without me ye can do 
ie " John 15:5. We find then that churches are to be 
taught the doctrine and commandments of the New Testament. 
These are to be taught, first from the pulpit, and, your committee 
is of the opinion that much of the laxity of church discipline of 
today is on account of the manner of the preachi gin this day. 

I mean, a failure on the part of some of our pas 
rebuke the evils that are abroad in our land y, and even in 
pur churches, such as drunkenness, fornication, ): ultry, covetous- 
hess, etc, which is idolatry.’ We are taught ‘not to keep com- 
pany with any person guilty of any of these sins enumerated above. 
Third, The Savior said to his disciples, **Ye are my disciples, 
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or my friends, if ye do whatsoever I commad yeu,’’ John 15:14. 
Then if we do not what he commands us to do, we are not his 
friends, /but his enemies. If members are ‘disobedient, they are 
to be admonished and labored with, in ‘the spirit of love, and if 
they wil} not heed the admonition, the church should withdraw 
fellowshjp from them. 

‘Fourth, The Church should withdraw fellowship from every 
member that ‘‘walks disorderly’’ and not according to the com- 
mandments laid down in the New Testament. 

Fifth, If any member is a habitual drunkard, railer, extor 
tioner. fornicator or adulterer, ‘the church shoud quietly with- 
draw fellowship from them, without extra ceremony, and have no

They, there- 
fore, neefi some financial aid to help them through, that they may 
the soondr get fully into the Master’s work. A-small contribu- 
tion from each one will not be felt, and oh! how much the aggre- 
gate would lighten the struggles of these young preachers. 
The/ministerial Board does not attempt to relieve the strug- 
gles of these young men, but tries to make those struggles effect- 
ive. Tojthis end about three-fourths of the entire number of 
Ministerjal students enrolled last session received some help from 
the Boar(l, but Dr. Lowrey tells me that none of them received 
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worg than half of their expenses. Therefore in sending our con- 
tributions to this cause, we are only belping the young preachers 


to help themselves. 


Dr. Lowrey in his report to the State Convention for the | 


Board, said :‘‘Many of them (young preachers, )in our opinion will 
became men of large usefulness in the ministry. Weare very 
careful not to render too much help to students. We think it bet- 
ter fo render too little help, than too much.’’ 

The total receipts from all sources for Ministerial Education 
last|/year, were $2050.55. The average amount spent on each stu- 
den} was nearly $36.00. From this you may know that your con 
tributions will be cared for and intelligently expended. We need 
larger contributicns to ministerial edugation next year

But it wil! be expected of your committee to 
treat the subject as applied to old wornout preachers exclusively, 
and suggest some plan for action. 

In this connection, your committee knows of nu better plan 
than that taught in the New Testament. It is our duty, and a 
gredt privilege to contribute to the relief of poor distressed 
humanity, and especially of our owu dependént ones, and if there 
isan ‘‘old wornout’’ preacher, who is worthy among our mem-

ers, it is the duty of the deacons to bring the matter upin the

SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

| To the Lawrence County Baptist Association : 

Brethren :— Your committee appointed to make report to you 
pon Sunday Schools, is forbidden by time and circumstance to 
make an adequate report upon this very important subject. We 
abserve that teaching the Bible is enjoined upon us, as well as 
preaching the Gospel. Christ said *‘go teach all nations.’’ The 
spme Apostle, who enjoined upon the ministers the ‘‘waiting upon 
his ministry,’’ says that the teacher is to wait upon bis teaching, 
indicating a aivine setting aside to teach as well as a divine call 
to preach, so that no true teacher of the truths of the Bible need 
doubt Divine appr obation upon his work. And how pre-eminent- 
ly fitted for the teaching of the truths and principles of Holy writ 
ig the Sunday School! The very fact of its being a ‘‘Sunday 
Sthool’’ taught on the Sabbath when the body rests and the mind 
should be freed from the cares and concerns of every-day life, 
tdaching not only the mind but the spiritual and moral being, 
constitutes it,together, with the Christian home, the hope for the 
mpral and spiritual leaven for the future. It is not to be denied 
that, while it is primarily designed to teach the spiritual and 
mpral truths that are, in after life, to fortify us aganist that ten- 
ddney to infidelity that we heard spoken of yesterday, to shield 
uy from the temptations and weaknesses that assail our natures,

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fitting us to resist the devil and be a source of spiritual strength, 
not vhly to ourselves, but to our churches and fellows, the Sunday 
Schogi also gives more valuable refined mind training, ten-fold for 
the time and effort, than any other School. No one can 
prop¢rly estimate its value from a purely educational standpoint. 
The Sunday School is the only absolutely ‘free school’’ we 
have, for charity, where necessary, is hardly found lacking in 
any Gommunity to supply, not only the books or literature but the 
clothing to the poor to attend Sunday School. None too poor, 
none too rich, none too wise to learn, and none téo ignorant to be 
taught; none too old or too young from the prattling babe to the 
grav(, all can find place and benefit in the Sunday School. Then 
why the widespread, manifest, almost criminal, indifference to 
negi¢ct of the Sunday Schools? Your commumittee recoils at the 
thought of attempting to give an adequate or exhaustive «answer 
to this question, so many and varied are the causes.

_ world’s goods, yold and silver and al) that they represent: the 
yratification of self, the desire to be ‘‘at ease in Zion’’: a’} this 
powprfully aided and abetted by the yreat flood of so-called news 
papdrs, magazines and periodicals that are invading daily our 
homes catching and holding the attention, absorbing and, at the 
same’time, paralyzing the mind, crowding out the desire for 
learping things high and holy, with their deception, mind poison- 
ing,| soul damning, trashy slush: and fabrication. Right in this 
latter cause, to my mind, lies the chiefest enemy to our Sunday 
Schgol interests and al! that they represent; that is, in the Sun- 
day jreading of worldly trash.
